fomc Difficulties in xht Sacred Writings, toex- 
crcife our Diligence iu enquiring, and to try our 
Honefty, in adhering to what, upon Enquiry, 
appears beft. 

It is more to be deiired, than expected, to be 
able, in every Cafe, to hit on an Iqterpretation, 
which is pOTcdtly fatisfetlory, and which leaves 
no juft rdom for any farther ^Contention. 
There arc Places capable of feveral Senfes, for 
all of which a great deal may be fiiid ; and yet 
not one of them rake in the Miftd fo full an 
Affent, as to put an end to all Doubt. Here, it 
muft be reafonable to examine carefully each 
Meaning, , to w^gh impartially their feveral 
Difficulties and Advantages, and receive that, 
which, on the whole, we find attended with 
feweft Objedions, tbo' it may not be free from 
all Where we cannot come at abfolute Cer- 
tainty, we muft be content with the beft Light 
we can get, and embrace vvhat appears moft 
probable. This will often happen in our Study 
of tfie ScriptureSy of thofe Parts of them, which 
do not immediately relate to Articles of Faith, 
or Rules of Life. • 

In general, I believe it muft be allowed, that 
the Prefumption lies on the Side of the literai 
Meaning of any Book; This will ever firft oc- 
cur to the Mind of the Reader, and feems to 
claim his Attention, pnlefs it be contrary to any 
allowed Principles, inconfiftent wkh the rea- 
foning in the fame Place, or with the clear Senfe 
of the fanoie Book ia any other part. Indeed, 

if 
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licdmmon Sentimeriti be not at aU intelligible^ no 
one wants an Excu^^ for varying from tbem^ 
Enq. p. 43 ; and we are at liberty to feek put 
for, or even to guefs . atj another Suppc^tion 
whic^h is fo. A^d if diis Suppofition be alio 
rational^ we are obl^ed to receive it. But there 
is a^wide difierence between a Meaning's being 
entirdy unintelligible^ and its being attended 
vtiihDiJiculties. Our Ignorance of the Reaftn is 
no ibrt of Argumentiigaihft the FaB. There are 
few Truths, which we can perfectly account fbn 
Tho.^ therefore the plain literal Meaning (hould 
have fome Difficulties, ftill it may (land,, and 
thefe not be confiderable enough to difprove it. 
I own, if another Senfe can be found out clear 
of all dich, or, which ha^much fewer and light-- 
er, on the Comparison, it is to be choien. But 
the letter ought always to be adhered to, where 
the Difficulties are equal, and much more, 
where they are greater on the Side of the F/- 
gure. 

I am led into thefe Refledions by reading a 
late Traift, entitled. An Enquiry into the Mean-- 
ing of Dm<^niacks in the New T^ejiament.^ The 
Author, or * Authors of which have, with 
Learning and Ingenuity, with Serjioufiiiefs and 
Modefty, endeavoured to remove and to clear up 
^ Difficulty y which h iaid naturally to arije in

And farther, that then 
this wa& not looked upon a6 any ftrange or o^ 
traordinary Thing ? in order tb avoid mis, Mn 
Mede imagined, that bflkfnmiacks^ ifl the 
New Tejiament% we are not to underftand Per- 
fons praperly jfj^jeffeds but foch as were abided 
with iomt particular Diftemper&, which ^

It is there* 
fore probabfejthat this different Acceptation of the 
Word will and mui): occafion a peculiar Accep* 
tation of that derived from it ; and that we can- 
not have any Light from the general Senfc of 
Aetifis^ among the Greeks^ to determine the 
Senfe of im/Mvil^ofjiivci m the New ^efiamertt.

" Goddefles, Neptune^ Hecate^ Ceres^ ApoUoy

Hdre alio I am obliged- to diiier from the Au^. 
thor. . I can't think it at all neceffiuy to do fo. 
Upon the prcfent Foot of our Debate, it ap- 
pears fufBcient to prove, that the ' Devi Is y . the 
Scripture Demons^ had fome " Powers commit- 
" tod to them over Mankind." And this, I be- 
lieve, this Gendeman will not deny. And I 
can't but add, that the general Notion oiPof- 
Jeffions^ whether jujft or noty feem to imply as 
much. The Jews certainly had. no Notion of 
Neptune, Hecate^ 6cc. And yet we find the 
Belief oi .Fofjejfions as .ftrong in theip, as in the 
Greeks. How to account for a J3eUef fb i^m- 
verfally prevailing, will perhaps be difficult ; 
uniefs vsre, at leaft, have rccourfe to fome tra- 
ditionary Account of evil and mijchievous Spi-- 
rits fuffered to range about the World. The 
Pre^dices and Supeilftition of the Heathens here 
are owned. I would beg to know, from whence 
they proceeded ? If it be faid, from their Fears, 
the Queftion returns, What gave pccafipn to 
thefc ? Surely either Experience, or Tradition, 
Men do not ufe to fear what they have never 
• ; feen 



ieen or heard of, and what thej have :n6Reai0ii 
to imagine. — — If their Ignorance of the true 
Caufe of any Diftemper be pleaded as the Rea^- 
ibn of their a&fibing it to their Demons^— Thvs^ 
I own, is not improbable, if we firft fuppofe 
them acquainted with the Nature of thefe Sfi^ 
ritsi But from whence had they this Know- 
ledge? Probably, from wlmt they iaw, and 
from Tradition; whiclvbeing by deerees corrap- 
ted, and mbtedtwidi Fable, i and like their Pro«- 
phecies, vhfcuris vera involvensj might come 
to be, what the Heathens efteemed it. This 
however, is ofiered only as a Conjedure. That 
die Devils haiA z ftriB and pr^er Power ov€c 
Men, and that the^ exercifed this Power under 
the Names of the Heathen DeitieSy is what the 
.Scripture fuppofes, and is all that my preient 
Argument requires. 

The? Author of the Enquiry next obferves, 
Pag. 6, J. that ibme particular and extraordinary 
Diftempers '^ were imputed diredly to their 
" Demons'' He firft mentions the Epilepjy^ which 
was thence called lues deifica^ and morbus jacer. 
And from Hippocrates he (hevsrs, that fbme 
Quacks pretend^ to cure it by Expiations^ and 
Magic Charms^ ^^7^ ^^ 9> ^^* Now, befides 
that this concludes nothing againft the Demo- 
niacks of ScripturCy the Sentiments and Lan- 
guage of which can't be fuppoied to have been 
borrowed from the Greeks^ we fhould take no- 
tice, that this is not one of the Cafes, which 
were generally thought DemmiacaL To go

The Paragraph I am eyamiriing concludes 
ivith the following Rule, which, however plau- 
iihle it appears, I can't think univerfally true. 
*^ If we find there is nothing in [any Diftem- 
^ pier] but what may be the - Effed of mere 
natural Diforder in an human Body, it is^ ab- 
furd to introduce a Deity into the Affair/' 
Tkis is confirmed by that Line of Horace^ nee 
Deus inter fit y 6cc. The Poet cectaiiily prdves 
nothing here, as he fpake of a quite diiiererit! 
Matter. And as to the Rule i^lf, though \i 
ihoujkl be allowed to hold in Cafes, where wiJ 
have no Reafon to believe zny Poffeffim^ yti 
it cannot hold againft Evidence of Poffeffiom^ 6t 
fee fufficient to fet it afide. Who can* pretend i6 
an exaft Knowledge of the Extent of the Power 
of evil Spirits? Who can fay, that they. can't 
inflidt eyen natural Difeafes ? If they can, then, 
tfco* n<5thing more than mere natural Difordef^ 
appear, it may not be abfurd to introduce them 
into the Affair-. And, if we have fufficient ex- 
ternal Teftimon3r, that fuch Diforders did pro- 
ceed from them i in fiich Cafe, it is not abfurd,

to introduce them., As Scripture muft be owned 
by Chrijiians to \^fufficient Tejiimony^ this can 
be no juft Rule for examining into the Cafes 
mentioned therein. Where this aicribes any 
Diforders to Devils^ however * natural the 
Effedts of fuch Diforders may be, yet the Per- 
fons labouring under them, are to be efteemed 
Jbetmniacks. 

The firft Inilance the Enquiry ^.1^. 13. gives 
of the Application of this Rule, is that of the 
Epilepfyy the Cafe of which is reaffiimed. But 
I need not repeat what has been faid about this. 
We are no way concerned to vindicate the Hea- 
then in any MH):akes. It is acknowledg'd, that 
They.withqut Grounds afcrib'd this Diftemper 
in general to their Gods. This Hippocrates very, 
judiciouily apd juftly confuted, by fhewing it 
in general tohc r I dvS-^d'Trtfoy, naturally incident 
t& Man. But they gave him no Occaiion to 
proceed any farther. Had they aflign'd any 
particular Cafes, and been able to produce as

fufficicnt Evidence^ as Scripture is to us, that, 
in thefc, the Diftempcr was otiriitg to evil Spi^ 
fits s I apprchtrtd, it would not have been Suf- 
ficient for him to have pleaded, that the Eil^s 
of the Diforder Were natural : And he niufl:, 
notwithftapding this, have admitted fuch Pcr- 
fons to have b«n reftl Demoniavis; unlefshe 
could have pitovcd thofe Spirits to have had no 
Exiftence, or no fuch Power, Which, I be-* 
lleve,ff/j^/tt:rtf/^j would hardly have undertaken 

to do. 

The Cerriti and Larva fi come next to be 
Confider'd, of whom the Author treats pretty 
largely, Enquiry, p. 14— 19. proving from Plau- 
tui^ tfiat Madmen had thofe Titltes given them, 
and concluding " That in the feme manner, and 
" in the fame Propriety of Language, as dif- 
•* ordet'd Periods among the Romans were 
^* called Cerriti 2ind Larvaffy tht/ their Difor-

This will by no means 
be allowed to follow from the other. Thus, 
to ufe the fame Inftance,' Madmen wttt called 
Cerriti. But were they the only Cerrifi t 
No. Calepin injforms us, that this Wofd origi* 

nally 
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nally fignificft^ ehe tormented fy Orei j for thtf 
Pridls in petfbrmng her Jacred Ceremonies^ 
'eoere Jeiz^d mtb Madnefs. And he futgoitis 
anbtfaer Inftance very appdite to this Parpoie ^ 
And as frtm Bacchus comes tbeJVord Baccbans^ 
Jo ftdm Ceres that of Ceritus *; 

The tiuthi of the C^fe, in fhort^ is this. 
The Myfteries of the Heathen Gods, and the 
Ceremonks of their Worfliip, were performed 
in fuck a diiforderly tumultuous nunnery that 
it had ,mucfa more the Appearance of Madne/s^ 
than Religion. Hence the Cuilom of giving tho 
fame Names, or iiich as were derived from them i 
to all Petfons, who, whether thro' Misfor^ 
tune, or otherwise, aded in a like maqnen 
Thus the Word Bacchor^ came to fignify to 
rage^ in general : Thus CerritUs : Thus a«m- 
/jLevday (tne firfl Senie of which is to be pojfejfed 
nDitb a Demon^ * from the furious Actions 
ikiially obferv'd in fach, came to be uied for 
to he mad. Thefe iecondary Senies then may 
be allowed, but ought not to exclude. or preju^ 
dice the primary original Interpretations ; on 
which they are wholly grounded, and which 
indeed they greatly confinn -f*.

gave Occafioato a real Diftemper's being 
called after theni. 

As to the w/i^AjfVrdi, or Li^mpbatici^ which 
ate mentioned in ^be'Entjuiryy^ p. 10. I find 
great Difierence about the origin of the Word* 
We fawthatC^i^m made them the fame with 
the Ceriti. He^chiufs Interpretation is, Per^ 
Jotd p$Jfefsd''with tbeNympha^ and Propbe^ing 
under their attatai Influence ^. j 

Ollie]^ derive it from the poeticalStories of tha 
fjympbs^ and from fome, who were reprefented 
ds feized by Madneiir, for having feenthemconl-^ 
ing out or the Water -j^. Others make it only a 
moft particular fort of Madnds, when Men have 
fiich a Terror of the Water upon them, that 
tliey Can^t fdrbear plunging into it §. And it has

fv/AtpUa to Mares. So that amidft fuch a Va- 
riety of Interpretations, it may be hard to iay, 
whether zny PoffeJJion, ftri^lly ^caking, ym» 
intended by thefe Exprcffions, or not. The 
Gentleman thinks ^^ they plainly meant no- 
** thing but certain Diftemp«rs, and to which 
^' certain Medicines were applied " And he 
goes on to mention from Plin^ federal of thefe 
Remedies, moft of which indeed are ridiculous 
enough. But from their being fo ridiculous^ 
it may be concluded, that fbrnething more than 
frtisre Madnefs vfz,% conceived to be the Cafe. For 
by far the greateft Part of thefe Medicines are 
equally gs unfuitable to this, as xo real Pojef' 
fion. If this be fuppofed, Supfrfiitkn will eafily 
account for the Abfurdity of ordering fuch 
things s fince nothing is fo ridiculous, which 
Superjiition will not lead Men to: But if 
thefe were only cMceip'd to becommonDlibrders^ 
nothing could be moie abfurd, than to apply 
fome of thefe Remedies. I will mentio^ only 
one we find, Enq. p. . 2p, in the Margin* 
Nails taken out of a Grave, and fixed into a 
Threfhold, were good againft noSumasLym^ 
^* phationes" This has evidently the Face. and 
Appearance of a Charm^ and could never haw 
been thought of, as a Remedy againft Madnejs^ 
pr any other natural Dijlewper ^.

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Wt have now "gom through, what tbiis 
thor has uraed aboiit the Notion (hcGreeis and 
Rtmtans had of Demons^ and. their Pofejions., 
Andy I hope, it has been made appear, that 
the Obnedions he has brought, do not deftroy. 
our Belief of fueh, ex force us to think all Caies 
of this Nature mentioned by thqm to be . no 
more than Natural Diforders. Nay, I hope, 
it has been ihewn to be probable^ that evil Spr--, 
rits exeix:ifed fome Power over the Bodies^ as 
well as the Minds, oi Men, among them, and in 
thoie Times. ; The Certainty . of this I might 
now proceed to fhew from me Teftimonies of 
fome of their wlfeft Men, who can't be 
thought to have wanted Sagacity enough to 
have &en through the Opinion of the Vulgar, 
if it had bebn all a Miftake. 6ut this will faR 
more properly under a future Head. At preient 
I will only mention one publick Inftance, which 
I can't but be furprized the Author of the Eti-^ 
miiry has negleded to take notice of ; and thia. 
IS that of the Heathen Oracks. The univeriU 
Regard paid to the/e is as well known as any 
FaS: whatever. 'Tis impoflible to imagine, 
that the Accounts are all falie, or that here was 
nothing more than namral Diforders: And 
that the Perfons who delivered them were 
really pojfejfed^ ox proper Denioniacks^ I think,

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^ame evil Spirits^ and declared^ that againft both 
,Cafes, the fame Means were equally iiicceisfuL 
Whatever Miftakes therefore ih^ might be in 
.other Inftances, tho' I fee no R«ibn to fuppofe 
fuch in all ; thefe appear to be fuch, as can't 
weU be denied, without deftroying the Faith of 
Hifto^, in general. Ifit Should be aiked, for 
what Reafoh God permitted the Devils to have 
this Power then ? I know not enough of 
his Divine Coiiniels to anfwer this, nor am I at 
all concerned that I am not able to anfwer it. 
If plain Fads are to be denied, becauie we are 
Ignorant of the Reafons, why they were per- 
mitted to happen, we (faaU, 1 believe, be obli-^ 
ged to deny almoft every Tlnng we hear, or 
fee. . 

I now follow the Authw of the Enquiry^ 
and proceed, as he does, P. 20, to" confider 
^\ the Jews,"' and firft, die Inftance of Saul ; 
which he dwells upon fometkne; land offers ie-* 
veral Confiderations to prove it to be- nothing 
but deep Melancholy. Now here it may be 
faid, with Probability, that we are not obliged 
to believe any Pojfejion^ in the Cafe, and that 
the Hiftory feems to intend no more, than 
that, the evil Spirit ^ by ordinary Inftigations^ 
ftirred up the Mind of Siful to Envy^ Malice^ 
and Fury *. Thefe are the cWef EfFedls we 
find mentioned of his coming upon^ or aflault- 
ing, him ; and thefe, we know, denote fome<*

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thing very di^a-ent from our Notum of his JH^ 
zingj or pofeffing Bny hum^ Body . 

Or, by ail evil Spirit tnzy be meant nothing 
dfe^ but the Temper and Afiediont of his Mind. 
Thus, we read or tbe Spirit ofJVifdom andUn^ 
derfiandmg: And, as this may properly enough 
be called ^ good Spirit y fo we may as properly, 
fpeak of the Spirit of Sadnefs^ ot Fear^ or Ragf^ 
undertheNotionofanm/^;!^^. InthisSenfe, 
the Inftance oUSaul is very far from being pft- 
raHel to the Demoniach of the GoJ>eL The 
Language here may be thought not to point 
out to us any Thing more than common, which 
can never be &id of thofe, with the kaft Juflice^ 
Since whatever the real Caie of thefe was, they 
are plainly, and ftrongly reprdented, as aAua- 
ted by Devils. 

I mention thcfe Interpretations, out of regard 
to fome learned Men, who chufe in one of thefe 
Ways to avoid the Difficulty. But as I think 
.this not fo formidable, and as the literal Senfe 
appears moft agreeable to the whole Hiftory, I ' 
mail, with the generality of CommentatcHis, 
and, as it is faid, with all the ancient Chriftian 
Writers, fuppofe Saul to have been a real JDe^ 
moniack^y and accordingly go on to reprefent 
what I take to be the true Account of this Mat- 
ter, and then to vindicate it from the Obje^ftions 
of the Enquiry.

I> . Among 
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Among fotne other Prcdidtions^ which Sa- 
muel made to Saul on his iirft anointing him 
to the Kingdom, we read, i Safh. x. 5, 6. 
that he fhould meet a Company of Prophets comtTtg 
down from the High Flace^ 'with a Pfalter^y 
and a Tabrety and a Pipe^ and an Harp before 
them 5 and that the Spirit of the Lord fhould come 
Upon him, and that he fliould propbefy with 
them, and fhould be turned into another Man. 
Whatever might be the particular Confequences 
of this Spirit y whether Wifdom, or Courage, 
or Goodnefe ; it appears paft DWpute, that it 
defcendedfrom above ^ and was fupernaturally deri- 
ved upon him. We find iii the9thandiothVer- 
fes, that this Prophecy was fulfilled. And we have 
Reafbn to believe, (yid. ch. xi. v. 6.) that this 
Spirit did not abide continually with him, but 
came to his Support and AfTiftance, on fuch 
proper Occafions, as called for it. However, 
It was not long before he difobeyed God, and 
forfeited His Favour : And then we read, (ch. 
xvi. V. 14.) that the Spirit of the Lord departed 
from Saul, and an evil Spirit from the Lord 
troubled him. The Antithefis in thefe Words is 
very obfervable; the one part tends greatly to 
illuflrate the other. As, by the Spirit ^ of the 
Lord, which he had forfeited, we muft undef- 
fland fome extraordinary Influences and Com- 
municatio!is ; fb, by the evil Spirit, as oppofed 
to that, what can be meant, but fome uncom- 
mon AfTault of the fpiritual Enemy ? Let us 
next obfervc the different EfFe(5ls of thefe. "The

Fruits i>f'tbe Spirit oflGoD are Love^ Joy^ 
Cbfarfubiejsy and Confidence. Thofc of the Spi- 
rit of Darkaefs^ are JEwy, Wrath ^ Terrors ^ and 
Fears. Thus God fuiFered Satan to poffef^ 
Saul^ afBi£ting him with divers Difeaies and 
Torments, fuch as Melanchplyi Diftradlion, 
&c. and driving him to the greateft Excefles of 
Rage and Diforder. All the j^elief he could 
get, in thefe deplorable Circumftances, was 
froan Mujicky which often gave him Eafe and 
Refrejbnknty and made the evil Spirit depart from 
iimji til 1 1 his Eavy brought him again. Fid. ci^ 
xviii. ven \0y iiyiz. CLxix.v. g.^ 
, Xhifi, oi). a" diligent Examination of the whole, 
I take to be the true State of this §tory. W^ 
fee now hov^. Saul Was affected. Nothing in- 
deed nxore than natural D}jR)rders appear. £ut 
thefe the Scriptures ascribe, not to his. natumi 
Conftitution, but to an evil Spirit from th& 
Lordy by Hiis Permiffion, * troubling^ or * ter^ 
rifyingy or ^Jeizing^ or * fir angling hirn. It 
may te queftioned, whether this his Melancholy 
gave occafion to ^^ evil Spirit to. enter into

him^ j M» Aether it vrais a neoeflary Coo&m 
quence dFthc Spirit ^GoD, the Author of Joy 
and Chearfalncfe, departing from bim ; or, whe* 
ther it was, with the other Diforders, firft rai« 
fed and occafioned by the evii Spirit. Bu^ 
whiethcr there was any evil Spirit concxsmed in 
the Af&ir, for my part, I can nuke no doubt 
The laft of thofe Suppositions is, I think, moft 
confonant to the iacred Text, which makea 
all the Diforders of Saul confequential to the 
evil Spirit's coming upon him. And, as was 
obferved before, *tis very eafy to imagine, that 
the Devil may be potnitted by God, to exercife 
a Power of infli^ng CQmmtm Piieaies on the 
Pqdies of Men. 

Let us now confider what the Author of the 
Enquiry urges ag^inft this Interpretation, Saul^ 
P. 22, is faid topropbejy^ i. e. " to zGt as a 
•* Madman, acting as the Vates^ or Ptophets, 
^ are uiiially defcribed by the Ancients. " All 
lihis I own, and yet, according to what has been 
iaid, he might, ftri^y fpeaking, have been a 
Demoniack. And tho* Fates came to fignify 
Madmerty yet it alio retained its original Mean^ 
ing, and fignified Prophets too, bo^ good an4 
bad, in the- tmeft Senie, And, from a Sentence 
of Euripides quoted, P. 24, we find the Hea* 
tbeus l»(l ^ Notion of ^ fort of HaA^fs^ occa^'

The Gentleman's ad Obfervation i% ^^ that 
" the Cure o{[Saut\ was by a known Method." 
Here I apprefa^d the great Obiedion lies. He 
aiks afterwards, P. 36. *' What relation has 
the Sound of a Harp to the ^xpuliion of Stt» 
ritsV And much the fame, P. 29. Tno' 
there be no direct or immediate Connei^ion he^ 
tween thefe, yet we may eafily conceive, how 
one might, in a great meafure, be afiedted by the 
other. If we toppofe Sauh Melancholy and 
Diforders inflidted by the evil Spirit j ftill thefe 
are the fame in kind with other Cafes of this 
Nature, tho* thf^y were different, with regard 
to their Or^in^i. And natural Diforders, from 
whomfoever they proceed, mav be lefSened, (and 
Saul does not appear to have been pe^edtly cu- 
red) by natoral Methods. As therefore " a fkil- 
'* ful Mufician will always comfort and refrefh 
" the [melancholy] I^tient :** Sauh Servants 
might eafily think of this Remedy j and Mufick 
might naturally niiie his Spirits, and chear his

zdly^* If Wtimzpnc Saul's' Meldncbofy prior 
to his P^lfe^on^ and that the Devil made;ufe of

' him; theti, 'tis not difBcdlf td be coifceived, 
that what fcdntributed any wife to'driv6 away 
iiich Diiorder^ and to enliven and glad the 
Heart- as Mujick undeniably does, muft, in fuch 
proportion, contribute td'difappoint^e gfeat 
Enemy *bf Men's Hap^iiieis, and to relieve 
them from thefe his Torments. Since it is ac- 
tually depriving him of the Means ^ if I may 
fofpeak, by Whicli he torments them. But, 

Laftly, what difficulty is there in imagining, 
that Mujick might be propofed to Saul^ as one 
way of inviting the Spirit (f the Lord to come 
upon him again, and to drive out the evil Spi^ 
n>, whicli had been fufFered to trouble him ? 
Tho* this be not exprefly mentioned in the 
Text, yet neither is it there excluded : Nor

Saul himielf appears firil to 
have experienced the good E£fe<Sts of this, and 
might therefore be not unwilling to try it ^ 
fccond Time. Elijha^ having been ruffled by 
the Prefence of a wicked King of J^<aelj takes 
the fame Way of calming his Mind, and of fit- 
ting it for the Reception of the Divine Influ- 
ence?. Bnng me^ feid he, ,2.Kingsiii: i^. a 
Minftrel And it cam to paj's when «&<? Mitt- 
Jird played^ that the Hand rf the Lord came up. 
on him. 

Indeed, it is hard to believe, that evejr; tte 
spirit ofGon came upon Saul as before i Bj|t 
this is no Proof, that neither hq, nor his Serr- 
vants had fome fuch Hopes, and View. And 
tho* it did not pleafe God to grant him any 
more extraordinary Favours, yet he might let 
the Method have its natural Force and Power • 
or if this was neceflary, enjoin the Devil for a 
Time to leave him. Or thofe about .SWmight 
defign no more than the prefent Relief of their 
Mafler J and at the fame Time think, . that, 
what was fo well known to be an Inftrament 
of inviting ^ good Spirit into Men, might prove 
as effedual in driving out a bad one. There i§ 
nothing in any of thefe Suppofitions, but what 
is very conceivable. On either of them, the 
Objeaion of the unfitnefs of Mufick * to caft

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out an ewl Spirit^ appears fiifiidently anfwer^ 
ed. And therefore I (hall venture to put down 
Saul^ as he is defcribed by the only ancient 
Hiftories we have of his Life, the Scripture 
and Jofebbusy for one true and undoubted In- 
Aance of real Pojfejfion. 

The Author of the Enquiry^ P. 30, &fc 
next confiders the Charms^ which Jofepbus 
mentions ; and which indeed he has great room 
to ridicule and expoie. But ftill this is not e^ 
nough to dilbrove the Faft in qucftion, the re- 
ality of Pojfejfitms among the Jews ♦ Nay, 
I think this is rather hereby confirmed. For 
if there had been no foch Pojfejjwnsj 'tis unac- 
countable, whence the ^neral Belief of them 
arofe : And if there had been no fiich general 
Belief, we can never imagine, that thofe 
Charms would have been invented, .or havte 
been ufed, among them. Whereas, bri the 
other hand, we need no longer vsrondef : 5^^- 
petfiition^ as has been obferved. Will * accipmit 
for every Thing of this Nature; It is tt6t there- 
fore neceflary to the Vindication of Demmiacks^ 
that we (hould allow every Remedy that was 
pradlifed againft them: But it is difficult to fay, 
how thcfe came to be ever thought on, on 
any other Scheme, than the Suppofition of fuch 
Demoniacks.

The plain Oppofition betweeq the Ac^ 
counts of our Lord*s FnenJs and of the ScriBet is alfo here entirely 
loft. And, tho^ Chrift had given no fign ofMadwfi to vaiie an 
Ppinion of this* in his Relations, (which was what fwayed ch« 
learned Do^or to chufe this Interpretation) yet, as St. yoJIfu in^ 
forms us, that it was ibme time before Hts Brethren MieveJ in 
Mimj they might be apt to fear fome Diforder in His Head, from 
His extraordinary Proceedings j or, at leajl, when they knew no 
other Way to ciicuie Him, they mfght do it in this Way.

Is this the only Cafe, 
where a good Perfon has been accufed withc^; 
fiiffident Reafori or Evidence ? Can k be denied, 
that the Scrthe^t £^f- were gmded by Envy ;and' 
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Rage againft 6ur Saviour ? Why then ihould 
not thefe P^flions have, in them, their ufual 
natural Confequences? And, farther, what could 
they fee in our Saviour ^ or mjobn the Baptiji^ 
which could give them the leau Reafon to think 
either of ih&nMad? All their fFords and ASHon% 
were thpie ofTrutb^ and Sobernefs. Inhere was 
therefore no fuch vsjible EffeSfj as the Gentle** 
man iiippofes. In (hort, if they would have 
taken pains to have formed a right Judgment of 
both, they Would have accufed neither c^ being 
Madj or PoOeJfed: As it is certain, they, did 
not take fuch pains, 'tis equally eafy^ on this 
account, to believe their accufing them of the 
one, ^s of the other *. 

I have been the longer on the foregoing 
Texts, becaufe they are the ^ plain arid ^eajy 
ones, which the Author of the Enquiry fiiys, 
P. 39, " will help us to underftana {omt o-» 
thers, which at^ft fight may appear more 
intricate. '* They are, I muft fuppofe, fuch, 
as he thought cleared - in Proof of his Suppofi- 
tion. We have fcen, that they are fairly on 
our Side. And therefore I now go on ^tb

Andthefirft that occurs, is Mat fh.xvii. 15. 
the Cafe of the Lunatick^ ' which is handled in 
tht Enquiry^ jl>.\() — r-48. But it is, I think, 
tmiverially agreed, that this was EpilepHcky and 
ibme confiderable Criticks deny that there was 
^ny Madnefs in it * : Which makes me wonder 
that thb Gentleman fliould, on the Strength of 
the Englijh Word Lunatick^ and the Ambigui-* 
ty of the Greek ctXfivM^afum^ contend^ Qiat 
the young Man was Mad, as well as Epileptick^ 
p. 42, 43. Surely, he cannot but know, that 
the Word a-iXfivuL^ofjbwog^y is ufed for all Diflepi- 
pers, on which ih& Moon Jbas any Influence. As 
therefore here was no fign of Madnefi, the banc 
Word will not be fufficieht to imply it If then 
any Thing can be coUeded from this Place, to 
exclude the Agency of the Spirit \ we muft fay, 
that not " Lunatick and Demoniack** but Epi^ 
leptick and Demoniack, " muft be die fame." 

But, fhall wethep fay, that this was no more 
than X common Epi/epj^? By no means. AH 
the three Evangelijis^ who relate this Cure, a- 
fcribc it to a 2>w//, or dumb Spirit. Many of

Admerfarjy • it is ftill a{^lied to Perfinsy and 
never once to Dijiempersy Accidents ^ &c. So 
that the Criticifin lam confidering appears ar- 
bitrary, pud without Foundation. And if» 
^n Cafes of fuch Infirmity^ " The Jews would 
'^ fay that ;5^i2» bound;* p. 56. Tis manifeft 
from the Quptation out of Light foot ^ that they 
only meant to ^attribute it to evil Spirits, And, 
l^t this their Notion was univerfally wroi^has 
not hitherto been proved. And ix this Diitance 
of Time it Bftuft. be hard to prove it. ^ 
.. But it is farther objefted, that " the Woman 
^"^ here feems to be a devout"^ religiouSy goodWO" 
?^ man: She was in iht Synagfgue b^Qvt het 
" Cure, andas Jfoon as fhe was cured, ih^glo^ 
f^ rified God. Our Saviour h^rsthis Tpftimo- 
" ny to her,, i^^Xjhewas a Daughter ofAbra--

i have no defire to detract from this Woman's 
Qiarader.

But who can fey, that God never permitted him 
then to poffe/i and i^i& the Bodies of good Per- 
fons ? yda was one Inft^nce.of this j and the 
Woman, whoie Cafe we are upon, for ought 
I know, might be another. The Gentleman 
afks, " Why then (hould we imagine the De- 
** -&//, or the Prtnce of Devils -f-, to have been 
^ in her fo many Years? *' I anlwer, we a-

If the Reafon be afked for this, J can't tellj 
God knowetb : But one Thing I am furc of, 
that, as He permitted it, this was not without 
the higheft and the beft of Reafons.— " Might 
we not have Grounds to think, that [the 
Devil] would have perverted her Mrml, and 
not' her Body^' &c. No doubt, he would 
have done it, if he could. But, fuppofing her 
a good Woman, fhe might ealily have Power to 
prevent this, tho* fhe could not the other. God 
might fee fit to permit the Devil to torment her 
Body, and yet enable her to preferve htvMind 
from all his Ailaults. In this Cafe, He is ever 
ready to afliA His faithful Servants. And can 
we then conclude, becaufe Satan could not ac- 
complifh all his malicious Defigns upon her, 
that he did not gratify his natural Love of Mif- 
chief at all ? , " This Cafe then was " more than 
mere Infirmity r And thus, we have ** In- 
ftanccs of Perfons " really " Demoniach^ ** 
where there is no apparent Epikpfy or Madn 
nefi. 

The next Texts will not keep us long, jiSis 
viii. 7. Unclean Spirits^ crying with a hud voice, 
came out of many that were pojjejfed with them, 
!• e. fays this Gentleman, /. 56. "iie cured 
" Men that were raving'' If be vnll under- 
ftand it (Oy there is no help for it Certain it is, 
there is no Neceffity for this Interpretation : Nor 
can the Words, without fomc Force, be capable 
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of it. -•—But to go on, — On Matth, ix. 32, 
and 33; and xii. 22, which recite the Cure of 
it Demoniack dumb^ and of another blind and 
dumby we have this Remark. "The Toffejfton 
" beijfig the fame as being mad^ the Circum- 
** ftances which attended it, fhew how the 
*^ Man was affefted ; e. g. in the Cafe juft men- 
** tioned, the Madman was a blind Man, and 
dumby either thro' natural Infirmity, or elfe 
fullen through his Diftemper.*' The Princi- 
ple he proceeds upon has been (hewn to be 
groundlefs : Neither are thefe Circumftances to 
be confidered as belonging to the Man^ other- 
wife than as they were occafioned in him by the 
Devil. They were part of the Evils, by which 
he afflifted him, St. Xjuke xi. 14, appears to 
make this the whole of one ToffeJJion \ K^3M ^y 

^Atfzovm i^i^^y}pgy kXd^Tiv Ka^ig. . We need 
Dot indeed, • with Or/^^, attribute this Dumb-' 
nefs to the evil Spirit ^perjonally .\ But furely the 
leaft we can underftand is, that he was the 
Author and Caufeof it, in the Perfon fo affed;- 
•cd. And the fanie is fufficiently clear, .by im- 
plication, in the Paflages before us. The re- 
covering Sight and Speech, are reprefented as 
the immediate and diredl Confequences of ca- 
fting out the Devil; which fairly and ftrongly 
implies, that theLofsof both was owing to 
him. As therefore it would be abfiird to talk 
of blind or dumb Mddne/s, and contrary to Ex- 
perience to fay, that this nukes Men bUn/ot 
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dumb I \iFe have h«re a good Ajgument, tM 
by the DeviU in the Pbces under Confidfcmti- 
pn, can't be xneant isn^nf Mid^S. Itmuftim* 
port fome Being to 'which thofe Di£>rders may 
be afligned *. As to the latter Words, " or 
" elfe Men thro' his Diflemper/' my Exoep* 
tiontothemis, that this Explication tends, m 
Ibme meafure, to let iafide the Miracle ; which 
the Gentkman, as well as my iHf, is concern* 
ed tp fupport^ iioce Bulknwji^ of what kind 
ibever, may well beconceived tobe cured with* 
put any Mirade. And, if dbis be aUowed, a^ 
nother may pretend, as reaibnably, diat the 
Blindnefs was Objiinacy^ and the Madnefs cmn^ 
terfeiteds and thus the whole Miracle will be 
deftroyedat once. 

^' And if at any Time a determinate Nomf 
^' ber of Devils are &id tp have poflejSed any 
*' Perfon, e^g. Mary Magdalene^ out of whom 
^^ went /even Devils, Luke viil a. Mark xvi. 
" 9.—^ The Meaning is, that ihe had affirmed 
" in her Melancholy y that ibe had fo many De- 
^' vils in her, juf): as the Madnun £ud, that he 
" had a Legion of Devils in him/' «P- 57* 
This is mere Conjefture, and, I fear, an unror- 
tunate one* For we iaw before, that it was not 
the Madman only, who £ud this. St Luh 
confirmed it, and gave a Reafon of his own for 
jfo extraordinary a Title, And, with r^rd to 
Mary Magdalene ^ we are no where told, that 
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fhc ever laboured under any Mekfncbofyy or that 
0ie ever affirmed any fiich Things as diatom 
Divih were in her. It is plain from tl:^ Ac«« 
counts of both the JEvangeliJlsy that this Re^ 
mark^ out ofwbom^ He baacafty or nvent^ Je^ 
ven * Devils^ was niade by them, in their own 
Names ; probably^ to diftinguifh her from the 
Other Women of this Name, ^mentioned in the 
Go^l, Whatever Difficulty may be then in 
this Place^ we can't be thus helped out. But 
really there can be no more, dian in the other 
Account of the JL^/^;!. And; as in this, Pof- 
fiffion ia pointed out as plainly, as Words can 
4eicrH>e it, I fee noReaion to look out for any 
figurative Cbnftm^on of that relating to Mary 
MagMene : Efpecially^ fince whatever Diffi- 
culty be in either Cafe^ it may be attributed to 
our Ignorance of the Power of wicked Spirits^ 
and of their manner of acting. 

Of the v^aj^ond Jews Exorcifis, . and what 16 
related. Am xlx. 13, ©r. to have happened 
to then^ this Gentleman gives this Conftra^^- 
on,/. ^"j. " T\i^mddyizxi fdl ujJon them, and 
*' tore their Clothes off their Backs, and 
" wounded them-" But fiirdy, that Anfwer, 
Jesus Iknow^ and Paul I know 5 but who are 
ye? is not the Anfwer of a Madman^ but is per- 
fcdly confident and rational. And I muft own it 
to be a Dimculty that flicks with me, that almoft 
every one of this fort of Madmen^ mentioned 
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in Scripture^ ftiould, as it wew, combine, iii 
giving Honour to our Blejjed Lord, and in 
bearing Witncfs to His Power over them. This 
too often happens, to be accounted mere 
Chance j and it is certain, nothing could be 
more contrary to the Notion oiMadnefi. Bc-r 
fides, this Speech is moft clearly put into the 
Mouth of the' evH Spirit^ as diftihguifhed from

The Enquirer, p. 58. thinks it " worth 
** while to confider a little the Pradices of thefe 
" vagabond jfews^ As I have before fpoken 
<what I think of them, I propofe to be very (hort 
on this Point. It may be however proper to 
repeat my Opinion, that they were dificrent 
iftom thofc Exorcijis who ufed the Namie of 
the God of Abraham, and the Gov of IfaaCy 
jmd the God of "Jacob. ' This does not appear 
to be any Trick. And this Gentleman very 
rightly tranflates Juflin Martyr fo, as to make 
tjieir Succefs probable, \j<rag v7ralayr,ff-i](ti, pro^ 
bably he mil obey,] which, is more than we 
have Reafon to believe of the others, the Strol- 
lers. To thefe only the laft Words Ti^fj fjLiv rot 
jt, T, A. feem to relate. Thefe two forts of Ex- 
orcijis Gr^^/V/Jf has clearly diflinguifhed; and ob- 
lerves, that whereas the Herbs, znd Seen fSj 
and Chaitfs, ufed on this Occafipn, by the one, 
r^ere borrowed from the Gentiles^ the invoking 

the 
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the Name of the God ofAbrabamy 8cc. was 
originally a yewijh Cuftom ; to which God 
might often vouchiafe to grant Succeis % even 
when ufed by thofe who knew him not. How- 
ever, thefc Invocations were, 'tis plain, ufed, 
and that to drive away Devils ; and if we may 
credit not only Origen, but Jufittiy Tieophilus^ 
w[id IrenauSy they were often ef^dtual. The 
Authority of all thefe Writers with regard to 
FaSts^ {hould, methinks, be of ibme Weight ]j 
and I much queftion, . whether ^our Surprize or 
Conjeftures, at thi^ Time ' of Day , befufficien^ 
to fct their Account afide. We have feeui that 
no lefe Men than Grotrus, and Dn Hammond 
have offered a Reafon for the Succefs, that ih 
much caufes this Gentleman's Wonder, P. 60. 
and he may fee, they attribute nothing to mere 
Sounds^ and Charms ofWords^ but all to God, 
thus bearing Teftimony to His true Name. 
Thefe Exorci/ms therefore ihould not be con- 
founded with the Arts of the Vagabonds^ for 
whom^ I do not contend. Nor can I difcern

My prcfent Deugn docs not reqmre me to 
enter upon a Defence of the Ephefian Letters^ 
which the Author of the Enquiry ^j^. 6i, with 
Reafon enough calls ^'ridiculous Words, iC3ifele6 
" Sounds, fit to cheat the Ignorant with * We 
may however very fit!yobferve, iSasAPlutatcb^ a 
fobcr and good Writer, allndes ^ to the Cuftom 
t£ commanding Demoniach to read them over *, 
without the leaft Mark of Dfflike or Su^icion. 
All that I wotrld collet ftom this, is, that there 
zrt ixxdi poffeffedPerfons mentioned by an Hea^ 
/Aot Writer, as Cafes that vrere common, and 
at which he expreflcs no manner of Surprize. 
Nor can we prove, that th^ were not truly, 
fuch as he repreients them* The Charms here 
ufed, however fcnfclcfs, rather imply they 
were.

" Firji^ the Scripture and ecclefiaftical Wri- 
ters^ make a cbnflant and a plain Diflindti- 
on . between thcfe two Things, the curing of 
Difeajes, and the caJliHg vut Devils'' Enq. 
p. 62. And does this Gentleman deny this ? 
And is it not, if it be true, a ftrong Proof that 
thefe two ought not to be confounded ? If we 
fuppofe them to havb been really diftind:^ how" 
could thd Scripture more fully reprefent them fo^ 
than by this Method ?

I mtift firft take notice, that the 
Enquirery in citing this Text, has omitted the 
Words,and Torments i whether thro' Carelefsnefei 
or by Defign, I don't know. We have nd . 
Rcaibn to fufped then" being genuine. They 
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ate only found wanting in two Copies, and thefe 
of no Cfaaradter for Corrci5lneis* For; as to 
T^heophylaSi^ Dr. Mill tells us, he omitted them 
induftrioufly, and out of Regard to his particu«- 
lar Opinion *. In which he was undoubtedly 
wrong. Had his Notion been never fo trae, 
and he never fo ftrongly , affured of it, he nei^ 
ther could have Authority, nor be at Liberty, 
to alter the Sacred Text. 

Enq. p. 63. " What is ufually. called Poffeffi- 
on of Devils^ is no more to be diftinguifhed 
from Difeafe or Sicknefs, than the Pal/y is, 
which is put in the fame manner as Lunacy 
is, and contradiftinguiflied from Dijeafes. 
In Trath, the proper rendring is, he cured 
all that were taken with diverfe Difeafes, e- 
ven Demoniacks, Lunaticks, and Paraly- 
" ticks." Let the excluded Words be here in- 
ferted, and we may venture to admit this ren- 
dring. Thefe particular Cafes muft then be 
thought the chief Inftances of the divers Dif- 
eajes and Torments. And therefore the Demo^ 
niacksmayha defigned to, be included under 
thofe who v^ere tormentedy and mayi^iHX be here, 
diftinguifhed from xhiz divers Difeafes. How- 
ever, which is more. to our Purpofe to obferve, 
they are and muft be diftinguifbed from thofe 
which were Lunatic k -f*, andihofe that, had the

*' with DevUsy the following ones — And thofe 
^^ which were lunatick — 7-are omitted." I find 
in Dr. Mill but one, and thjis of no Note--** But 
*^ fay that the common Reading is the true one, 
^^ It amounts to no more than this, that our 
Saviour cured all forts of Madnefsy whenfo- 
ever it arofe, whether it were from Melan- 
choly, or from any other Caufe." If De^ 
vilsy or riicir PoffeJJion, be allowed to be a 
Caujiy this Interpretation perhaps might be ad-^ 
mitted. Otherwii^ it appears to be making 
thofe Cafes one and the iame, w^h the Evan- 
gelifts have clearly and e^prefly ^i^^nguiihed : 
And I fee no Reafon, why the Paralyticks 
might not as well be taken in top ; fince it ha$ 
here no other Markp/ Difference, tljaii the 
Demoniacks.

X. I. He gave them Ptmer again/i tm^ 
clean Spirits to eafi them out^ and to bed* all 
manner of Sicknejs and Dijeafes Hefe one 
would think unclean Spirits can't be interpreted 
pf any Difeafe, when it is (o exprcfly oppofed 
to all manner of them.

He laid his Hiinds on 
fvery one of them [fick with divers Difeafes\ and 
healed them y and Devils also canK out of many 
crying cut^ ^^d faying, &c. We have c^ted th^ 
Gentleman's Interpretation pf thefe, in which I 
cannot agree with him 5 becaufe it is making 
the Evangelifts ufe a direca and abfohite Tau- 
tology. Madnejs is allowed to be a Difeafe^ p. 
63. Epilepjy is certainly one : If therefore thefe 
be all that is meant by Devils, there had been .

*' ticks is evident from the<i;lrcumftances rdat- 
ing to the Devils to be, or that adhially were, 
caft out. E. g. Chrift fufFered not the De- 
vils to Jpeak, becaufe they knew him to be the 
Chrifi, Mark i. 24-^ Luke b/. 4.1. They fitid, 
T'hou art the Chrift^ the Son of God: They 
^^ expoftulate with Chrift, faying, what have 
** we to do with thee ? Art thou come to torment 
us before the T'ime? And pray, that lie would 
not torment them: They ask His leave to 
enter into the Swine 5 and being entered, dicy 
hurry them into the Sea ; and beg, that they 
may not be fent out of the Country ; they 
acknowledge that thqir Name was Legion. 
Now to make all thefe Sayings the EiFed^s of 
•^ a Difeafe, or to conceive, that Chxi&,^ke 
** thus to zDi/ea/ey is too great an Evidence of 
" one that is himfelf difeafed." 

Wit and Refleftions apart, let us cohfider, 
what is replied to the feveral Parts of this Ob^ 
jcdtion. Andfirft, when our Lord ^^^^r^^«a? 
the Devils to fpeak^ becaufe they knew Him. 
This Gentleman fays, p. 65, 66. " He checked 
theDemoniacks whofti he cured, juft as He 
iikewiie does His immediate Difciples and 
" Followers, if at any Time they publickly 
*^ and openly declared Him to be the Chrift." 
But this Reply appears founded on a Miftake, 
"ciz. That becaufe this Speech may be imputed 
to tne Perfon pofleiTed, therefore it muji be fo. 
Whereas, though fometimes there may be a 
Neceffity for this^ here tj[ierf is none. JDevik, 

are 
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arc Beings capable of knowing Jesus to benhe 
Christ, andalfo of ufing the Man's Speech, 
or , fome Power of their own, to utter what 
they knew. And therefore as the literal Senfe 
is no way abfurd, it ought to prevail ; and 'tis 
uiireafonable to look out for a Figure. Our Sa- 
vioutf toight rebuke the Devils for the fame Rea- 
fons, which are afligned for his reftraining the 
Men : As alfo, for one Reafon peculiar to thofe, 
that He would not receive Tejimony from De- 
vils. 

In Anfwer . to relfukjng, the Devils^ Luke iv. 
41. The Gentleman, p. 66. fets V. 39. He 
rebuked the Fever ^ and thinks no more can be 
concluded from the one Place, than the other. 
And, indeed, if there had been no other Cir- 
cumftances to help us, this Reply would have 
been very juft and trae. But, in the Place be- 
fore us, we have fuch. The Devils here re^ 
buked are real Beings : They are rebuked for 
Speeches adtually attributed to them; which 
are never attributed to Fevers^ and which there 
is no manner of Reaibn to believe ncceflary to . 
the Perfons afBided.. The Objedlion therefore 
remains in foil Force. 

« 

To that Speech of the DevilSy thou art the 
Chriji the Son of GoD, the Enquirer anfwers, 
p. 67. " If the Man that was poflefled, or 
** mady made foch Declarations in Confequence 
of his Diilemper, it may I think, with the 
fame Propriety be attributed to the Diftem- 
pcr, as when St Paul fays, Rom. v\u ly^ zo, 

': It 
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*^ It is no Mbre J that do it, but Sm that iufeU- 
** eth in me!' Now, firft, the Dedafjitionsf 
here made, were no Effect or Confequente of 
Dijlemper^ and are therefore not to be im- 
puted to it. This Gentleman owns, in the 
preceding Page, that much the fame Were alfo 
made by our Lords " immediate Diiciples and 
** Followers," whofurely were not mad. Hdly^ 
I grant, that Difeajes, as Well as Virtues^ and 
Vices, may be confidered, and treated as Per-^ 
fins : But then the Profopqpeia muft be pkin 
dnd manifeil, and can't be miftaken. Thus, 
in the Paffage above, there is no danger of uii- 
derftanding Sin in a Peffonal Senfej no one 
has ever underftood it fo. We all know, that 
il^ Being is but feigned aiid imaginary. Where-' 
as, the Cafe of the Devils is very different. 
Thefe are certainly real PerfonSy capable of 
^fting, and fpeaking, what is afcribed to them.* 
And therefore here there is not the leaftOccafion 
to have rccourfe to Figure, when the literal 
Senie is fo very intelligibk and proper. BefideSy 
we find tlie Cure of many other Diftempers re- 
lated in Scripture \ but none of them are re- 
prefented as fpeaking, or crying out. Which 
taakes it highly probable, that had the PoJJeJ^ 
fions been only common Difeafes, we fhould 
have heard nothing of this Way of Speaking* 
It ought alfo to be remembred, that we obu 
ferved before, how ineonfiilent and unreafofna- 
hie it is to impute fuch Declarations of Tr^uth 
and Sobcrnefs eonftantly and perpetually to Mad-- 
nefs. The

. In thefe Cafes therefore it will not be fufficient 
to fay, that thefe AftiQns may be imputed to 
the Man alone, or that the Man muft have im- 
mediately performed them. ^ . 

If therefore we ufe this Text to explain the 
. Expojiulations mentioned above j at leaft we 
muft fay, that thefe were utter'd under the In- 
fluence of Devils y' and by their Dircd:ion. 
But, in Trath, wecan colleft nothing from this 
. Place, to make us rge£t the literal Senfe of tl^ 
others. If, in this, there be A<^ipns attributed 
to the Devils y which we cannot eafily under- 
ftand of thefe ; yet, in the others, there is no 
fuch Difficulty ; nay, without manifeft Incou- 
liftency, we cannot apply them to any one elfe. 
The Speeches here are very pipper and natural, 
if fuppofed to proceed from me Devils s but 
otherwife they can't well be reconciled. 

The Renntarkof the Author of t^e §luejlims 
Mnd Anjkvers to the Orthodox has been produced 
before. The Enquirer ikys, p. 70, " the Re- 
" verfe of this is as true, . that the Scriptures at- 
" tribute to Demons the acts of the Demoniack!* 
We grant, that both thefe Obfervations are trae, 
provided we do not underftand the laft, exclu- 
iive of the Demons themfelves. - And we find 

them both allowed by Grotius * " Which 

" (hews that in thefe Cafes, we are not to re-

** culties in Afo/. viii. 29" -Here he fays, ^^ It 
** is generally fuppofed, that in this Story, it 
** was the Devils which cried out~J^/ tbou 
^* come hither to torment us 6ef ore the timet 
But there is no Neceffity for this Conftruc- 
tion y and it is plain, that both St. Mark and 
St. Luke exprefly afcribe this Declaration to 
the Man himfclf." And indeed, it fecms to 
have been a Point quite indifferent with them; 
to whom they immediately afcribed it. For, 
having fb plainly reprefented the Man as pofiei^ 
fed with w^;;^ Z)w//j, they might leave it to 
tvery Reader to colled:, that at leaft the Man 
made ttis Declaration under the Influence of 
thefe wiclced Spirits. This at leaft it feems neceC- 
iary to fuppofe. For other wife, there is in this 
whole Speech.fo much Inconfiftency and Inco- 
herence, that a general Suppofition oi Madnefs 
will not account for it. Shduld we grajit he 
was a Madman 5 yet it appears from his «?or- 
/hipping Jesus, and owning his Convi6tibri erf 
His Divine Nature and Miflion, that this was 
a lucid and calm Interval, and therefore we 

M 2 have 
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htyeiiQ Reafon tq intetpret the reil pf Im 
Speech in fuch a Senie, as pi)tba£tion pnly can 
p&ify. This Suppoiitian then bqing atten^pd 
^ith fo great a Difficulty^ and the common one 
being ^fy and fuitsible to the Nature of the 
^vil Spirits, there can be fure no Doubt which 
tpprefcr. 

However, this Gentleman oflSa-Si p. 71. a 
Gfiticifm toesCplai^ tJbe ll^fon -ojf the Man's 
iriiaking thii rc(|ueft. *-. The Men who had 
V felt the Pain and' Anguiih aiifi^ from being 
f * Jetted and chairid^ defire that Jesus would 
f ^ not put theixi to that Torment again/' But^ 
ai^hat room wa$ there fpr foch a Suipicjon \ 
They had heaid of the 'Fame of Jesus, vyhich 
His miraculous Cures had raiied and ipread. 
They accordingly declare Him to be the Son of 
Qod. Buti had they heard of any one Inftancc 
^here He had boundVttfya^ in thetf Condition^ 
and thus WMd or tormented diem ? If Madneft 
be here pleaded, I £nuft a^n amwer^ that 
Riqfbn and Ravit^ are not very confiil^nt. So 
Ihat if 'the Wordk under Confideradftn mufi 
^ applied to the Man afgided $ it is moft pro* 
bablfi, that they vtrere the Words of a Man not 
Jr^adtngy but defiring a Cure. For obfervc the 
Context. . He came f^utof the Tcmbs^ exceeding 
fierce^ a TcrroJr tp all Pafleng^s ; and yet, as 
ibon is h.tf&l» Our Saviour afar off^ he knew, 
and adchowlddged, Him t6 be the Son ^ God ; 
he voluntarily met Himy and wor/hipped Him. 
How 18 all thia-confiftent with the fuppofcd

pofle6ecl with* TIms Oentl^an does "not tel| 
us, what he uhderftands bV thet)eef^ or the 
great ^byfs. - But %t. yhbri clearly explains this s 
and who fo fit to explain one Sacred Writer, ' a$ 
kuQthcr ? iiev^ xx. 23/ We read that an Angei 
kfid hold on the Dragon j the old Serpent^ which 

is the Devil and Satan Jivd cdfi him into 

the boftomlefs Pit-^-^ug Ttjv a.Sv<r(rov. As Ms not 
difficult to conceive them acquainted with this 
their Doom, we fee what Reafpn they had td 
fee j^pfehenfive of it, and to deprecate it. Bflt 
what Authority have we to induce us to believe 
that.the Madmen knew any thing 6f this Pkcfc 
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tf Punifhmcnt prepared for the Jievil arid hit 

Idngels ? And, if they did not, how ftiall we 

4ccount for their fo direftly alluding to it ? As 

to the Words in St. Mark, t^a lijg x^^^^j they 

jnay indeed be parallel tp Uiofe of St. Luke, 

and mean no more than a Requeft to continue 

longer on Earth. However, it muft not be 

omitted, that both Grotius and Whitby explain 

tlie Words of that particular Country, and gave 

the following Jleafon for the Devils defiring to 

abide there, becaufe of the Numbers of the 

jipojlates from the yewijh Faith, over whom, 

they were particularly fufFered to exercife theii' 

power, as they were afterwards over the jipof- 

tates from Chrijlianity. 

" And when this Mifchief was thus done 
*^ by the Madman, could any thing, after they 
were brought to a right Mind, De more na- 
tural, then for them to defire, to be taken 
along with ^efusy when He left that Country.'* 
Anfwer, The Evartgelijls do not make the Man 
at all concerned in doing this MifcWef ; much 
Jefs, doing it in the manner this Gentleman 
fuppofes, by " ruhning among the Herd, and 
" driving them down the Precipice/* For the 
A<Sion of entring into the Swine, whatever it 
may fignify, is not attributed to the Devi/Sy 
till. after they were forced out of the Man ; and 
therefore, can never properly, with any Senfe, 
be imputed to him. Is it then a more natural 
Suppoiition, that his Defire of being with 
Jesus was not owing to any Fear he had of the 
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People's Hatred/ and revenging them&lvesoti 
him, for the Lofi of their Swine^ but of the evU 
Spirits coming upon, and pofleffing him again« 
And thus may we beft underftand our Lord's 
Reiufal, importing, that he needed not to be un- 
der any iuch Apprehenfions; that the £unf 
Power, which had delivered h^, could in all 
Places preferve him. 

The laft Difficulty relating to this Cure, is 
aboiyt Mattb. viii. 29^ Art thou cqme hither to 
torment us before the Time ? This Gentleman 
reprefents it thus; ** When it is ^^ed, ^at 
Time ? the common Anfwer is, before the 
Time of the Dtf^ of^udgment^ until which 
the evil Artels are referred in Chains under 
Darknejsy 2 Pet. ii, 4^ Jude ^." We fee then 
ihat this Opinion has fome Countenance from 
Scripture^ and well agrees with what is herein 
/aid of the Devih. Nor does thi^ Author deny 
this. He is only ^' apt to think, that this Pai^ 
fage may be more juflly and confidently ac« 
counted for thus," viz. by taking the Mean- 
ing of it to be, " art thou come hither — un* 
feafonabiy, fooner than was.defired or ex-^ 
pe£ted, to vex us? Or, —^ art thou come 
*^ thus, after this, manner untimely to torment 
f ' us ? " But fome Qgcftions, aiked before, ^yiU 
here return. How. could it be thought, tfiat 
our Saviour wis CQme to ve,» them ? He was 
known fufficiently thereabouts, and famed 
for curing all 5)iforders: " But was Hcjame4 
for tormenting my one ? How thep could Per-^ 
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fem, vfho & leeU under Ax^od His Natur^an^ 
Offiee, betray at the &me Tnie^iich gro&^ le^ 
oovance oif His way of adl^iiig^j and ent^ai 
fitch tmdee Sa&idons of Him f 0r how is this 
His coming to be thought ut^afimaplei^ ^rJiBner 
than was expeBed and d^nJ^ by thoje^^' Wiia 
when iSb&ffaw^ Hin^ afar ^^ mei Hinfy of tibelr 
own accord, in a quiet^ filbmiffive ManneF^ 
and (if they ihi^ h^iiiQv^tMadmlm^

We have new done with this Miracle^ The

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Another Text is, ASis x. 3;8 ; where St 
Peter^ giving Cornelius an Account of Jesus> 
fays, He went about doing goody and healing all 
that were oppre/fed by the DeviL ii idtJ^g 

all that were under his Power and Tyranny ^^ 
This may well be thought a Paraphrafe of the 
Word Sat/Mvil^ofimi. We here fee, not only^ 
what the true Notion of the Scripture Demon is, 
but in what very iftrong Language the Poffe^r 
Qns mentioned in the Gofpel are afcribed to 
him. 

Before I leave this Subjedt, I beg, in my 
turn, to afk a few Queftions : And firft, if 
tjhefe Demoniacks wcrt no other than Madmen^ 
oxEpikptickSy from whence proceeded the com- 
mon Opinion, that thiefe Diforders were owing 
io Demons? This, Jowiitobeone of thofe 
Difficulties, which, are Matter of mere Curiofi- 
ty, and of no Inaportance to the Determination 
of the'Queftion. But fo are thofe objeAed to 
the literal Meaning. And if our Curiofity muft 
be gratified in one Cafe, why not in the other ? 
It is equally as proper an Enquiry, ^hy there 
were fb many PerlonSj, at leaft vulgarly ima- 
;ined to be, ^j^^^ at that Time ; as, why we 
lave fo few Iiiftances before, or why fo much 
Power was then permitted to unclean Spirits? 
\ Farther, if St^yerftition^ or any other Caufc, 
ihould be allowed fufficient to account fo)r thisi 
Prejudice in the common People ; yet, whence 
if^'ere all their P bar i fees and Dolors deceived? 

If 
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If thcfe had not believed the Truth of thcfe C^ 
fes, they would, no doubt, have been forward 
enough to have obje<3:ed againft them. And, 
in fo many Inftances, had they all been Mi- 
ftakes, it muft have been eafy to have fecn the 
Falfenefs of the vulgar Notion. 

But if thefe alfo were thus led away with a 
groundlefe Fancy, what were the Naturalifts 
and Phyficians then doing, who were particu- 
larly engaged - in- fearching into the Caufesr of 
Diuempers, and whofe Intereft and Credit it 
was, to overturn fuch an Hypothefis ; that they 
did not defeft this Pretence, and rightly inforni 
the World ? If this had been done, probably 
this Language had been fbon out of Ufe. — -St 
Luke was one of this Profeffibn ; ^nd the late* 
ksimed and ingenious Dr. Ffeind f obferves of 
bim, that on this account, his Language ^^ is 

more fimple, and more correft, as well as 

more fhyifkaV^ And yet he is as large and 
cc^ioiis as any' of the others, in Narrations of 
Demoniacks. 

Lafily, " Why would Jefui [Himfelf ] 
** countenance fiich k Notion as this, if there 
*^ were really Jio fuch Things as DemonSy nor 
*^ Perfons poffel&d by them ? Why wouldHe 
** not rid Men of fiich pernicious Opinions, and

Purpofe, to have rooted the N<*f6n;dbt of the 
Minds of His'Fdlowers. H^c^rde lA^ defir&y 
the Power of the Devil^ and can we then maa-^' 
gine, that He would leave thcni linder any^an-' 
^uc Apprehcniions of this Power^? Were hot 
the Fears^ hay, thfe Iddatry . of the Heathen 
World, much occafieiied and kept up 1^ the 
Notion of thc£& Po^0ons? /Anct would not 
then " the^ufb otwcone GoDi in Oppofiti-^ 
^ on to i' fudi^'' I4dlatry-;— have been better 
** OToiiioted/' by fdiiting this Notion, and teU- 
IjngMqp at once, ' that thofe Fears were vain . 
and groundlefe ? We have therefore Reafbn to! 
think, that had ^fe commonly received Opi^ 
nions been all an E^or, our Blejfed Lord 
would never have given them any countenance, 
hut, on the contrary; would have oppofed 
them. 

By Groo's Permiffioi^, I have now gone thro* 
this Gentleman's Scheme, according to his own 
Method, and left nothik^ of Moment in it un- 
examined. TheReadef has now the Scri^ure 
Account of t^s Matter before him, and is left 
to judge impartially, which Scnfe is moft wor- 
thy of his Ch<j|ic^.

I would not however be 
underftood to fix fuch a Confequence,^ tho' it 
appears a naturd one to me, on the Enquirer^ 
Tnis would not be fair, as he has not given any 
Reafon to bdtieve he iaw, or defigned it : And 
to charge Men with all the Confequences, 
which may be.deducible from their Opinion, is 
neither confiftent with Peace> nor Charity ^.

gatory io theHonou^ of their fancied Deities. 
If it could therefore have been diiproved, wQuld 
not they,, who were fo very zealous for thefb, 
have gladly taken hold on fuch an Occaiion^ 
to have vindicated them, and laid fo jufl a Re- 
proach on Chrijiians ?

Let us confider 
a fet of Men, hblding a Faith contrary to the 
Pf ofeffion of the dvfl Governours^ who there- 
upon mifreprefented afad reviled it ; and, when 
this W0U& -^ Aot do, attempted to flop the Pro- 
greft of it by Perfeicution and Torments. Se- 
veral of thofe Sufferers, at once to vindicate 
their Ret%i^) and Charadlx^rs^ and to obtain an • 
Endof tfeciirMiffci'ies, pfeient folemn Addreffes ; 
to the very Chief of their Enemies; all of' 
them a^refesiAi^rting a Faftj as commcxi and 
w^ll know-rti^ dttfe the dothfers^ to lodk into-it > 
arid mkke Trial of it 5 put the Succeis of their 
Cauie upon it ; and make a voluntary Ofifer'of 
forfeiting their Lives, if itfiiould fail.— And can 
wei itf thefe CafCftrnflancres, think fuch a Fad: 
falfe ? Could Men ever (hew 'a fuller AfTu ranee 
of the Truth of any *?— But perhaps the

Let me 
therefore conclude this EJpzy with one uiefbl 
practical Admonition ; in which I dare iay, the 
Gendeman, I have been oppofing, will concur 
with me. This is, that we here prove Bxor^ 
cijis to ourfelves ; that, ly Prayer and Fcfiing^ 
by Care and Vigilance, we prevent their ta« 
king Pofleflion of our Minds ; or, if it be too 
late to do this, that we uie the fame Me* 
thods immediately to drive them thence : And 
particularly, that we guard againft that too 
common Device^ the leading Men, under 
the Pretence of If^artiality^ to be partial 
againfl the Caufe oi Religion, and the Tmth 
of Scripture 5 and from Cutting to disbelieve 
them, without enquiring into the Foundations, 
on which they ftand. Hereb, if we are not 
wanting to ourfelves, we (hall afTuredly be fuc- 
ccfsful : We neied not fear their Number, Pow- 
er, or Deluiions : We know, who has pro- 
^fiifed, and this He is able al& to perform^ that 
ii'vrcre^tbeDevi/y he mil Jlee from us.
